(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To easily manufacture the case 
of a disposable camera. 

SOLUTION: By making largish holes pierce through a box like 
main body 1a in which the camera can be loaded according to 
the positions of a lens 2, a flash 3, a shutter 5, a lens for a 
finder 1 1 and a finder and attaching a strap 25 besides, the 
main body 1a can be made to cope with many kinds of 
cameras.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The case of the camera characterized by drilling and hanging a larger hole in the location 
corresponding to a lens, a flash plate, a shutter, the lens for finders, and a finder, and attaching a 
string to the box-like body which can equip with a camera. 

[Claim 2] The case of the camera of claim 1 characterized by joining by heat welding and forming in 
box-like while forming the notching section in the sheet of one sheet in the location corresponding to 
said each hole.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] Especially this invention relates to the case of a 

disposable camera about a case etc. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, the disposable camera is sold only by the body, and a 

user puts into a pocket, or puts it into a handbag, and is carrying it. 

[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Therefore, the thing which carry out a camera and which 
timing ** is carried out and it fails to photograph arose to photograph. Then, this invention offers the 
case which can contain the disposable camera of varieties simple. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The case of the camera of claim 1 can respond to the camera of 
varieties by drilling and hanging a larger hole in the location corresponding to a lens, a flash plate, a 
shutter, the lens for finders, and a finder, and attaching a string to the box-like body which can equip 
with a camera. Moreover, the case of the camera of claim 2 can be formed simple by joining by heat 
welding and forming in box-like while forming the notching section in the sheet of one sheet in the 
location corresponding to said each hole. 
[0005] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] if the gestalt of 1 operation of this invention is explained with 
reference to a drawing — drawing 1 — for the rear view of a case, and drawing 4 , the top view of a 
case and drawing 5 are [ the general drawing of a disposable camera and a case, and drawing 2 / the 
front view of a case, and drawing 3 / the right side view of a case and drawing 7 of the rear-face Fig. 
of a case and drawing 6 ] the left side views of a case. Moreover, drawing 8 is the development view 
before creating a case. 

[0006] The disposable camera 1 is constituted from body 1a of the Nogata form, a lens 2, a flash plate 
3, and shutter 5 grade, and the lens 4 for finders is respectively arranged in a flash plate 3 and the 
central upper part in the center of a transverse plane of body 1a at a lens 2 and the transverse-plane 
upper left section. Moreover, the shutter 5 is arranged in the upper right portion of the flat surface of 
body of camera 1a. 

[0007] Next, although the case 10 where it can equip with said body of camera 1a is explained, 
various cases are formed in the configuration where it can respond to the disposable camera 1 
marketed, and a specifically larger hole and specifically larger notching are formed. A case 10 uses a 
synthetic-resin sheet, cloth, etc. of an abbreviation rectangle, it is a location corresponding to a lens 
2 and the lens 4 for finders, the lens hole 1 1 of the shape of a narrow rectangle is formed in lower 
1 1 a, and the margins 1 4a and 1 5a which become the side face of a case 1 0 are formed in the both 
ends. 

[0008] Moreover, the notch 13 is formed in the location corresponding to a flash plate 3 while forming 
the part (bottom joint 12b) corresponding to the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis of a camera for a long 
time, and — while having formed concave upper notch 16b in consideration of the location 
corresponding to a shutter 5 — a pars basilaris ossis occipitalis — also setting — Joge — bottom 
notch of concave 1 6a is formed so that it may become the almost same design. Moreover, while 
having formed the finder aperture 19 corresponding to the finder (illustration abbreviation), the right- 
hand side forms a covering device 17. Moreover, corresponding to said margins 14a and 15a, Margins 
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1 4b and 1 5b are formed and the side face of a case 1 0 is formed. In addition, in order for cutting etc. 
to carry out said each part place, it pierces and forms with metal mold. 

[0009] And if heat weld of the bottom joint of upper joint 1 8a and margin 1 5b of 1 2b and margin 1 5a is 
carried out [ after bending 1 8b ],- a case 1 0 will complete the bottom joint of upper joint 1 2a and 
margin 14b of said margin 14a in said case 10, and a camera 1 (broken line) can be contained 
( drawing 1. ). Moreover, the shutter aperture 21 for shutter 5 is formed of upper notch 1 6b. While 
attaching Magic fastener 20a in a covering device 1 7, after having attached fastener 20b also in the 
location corresponding to the fastener and equipping with a camera, receipt becomes possible by 
closing the covering device 17. In addition, wearing implements other than this Magic fastener 20a, 
such as a hook and a hook, may be used. Moreover, the sash cord 25 which can be adjusted 
longitudinally is attached to the case 1 0, and it makes it possible to hang on a neck. 
[0010] Next, how to use said case 10 is explained. In addition, this case is formed in the above 
mentioned appearance possible [ application to various disposable cameras ]. And at the time of 
intact, a case 1 0 is equipped with a camera, a lid 1 7 is shut, and it hangs on a neck through a sash 
cord 25, or has in a hand. In this style, when using a camera, it can turn to a photographic subject 
easily by opening a lid 1 7. That is, compared with putting the camera into a bag etc. conventionally, it 
can turn to a photographic subject quickly, and since it has hung on the neck, it is not interfered. 
[001 1] Thus, carrying becomes easy while being able to turn to a photographic subject quickly by 
using the case 10 of this invention. Moreover, since this case 10 is made to have corresponded to 
two or more sorts of disposable cameras, even if it changes to the camera whose picture it finished 
taking and purchases other cameras, since it can respond, it is rich in economical efficiency. 
[0012] 

[Effect of the Invention] Carrying becomes easy while the case of the camera of claim 1 can respond 
to the camera of varieties by drilling and hanging a larger hole etc. in the location corresponding to a 
lens etc., and attaching a string. Moreover, the case of the camera of claim 2 can be formed simple by 
joining by heat welding and forming in box-like while forming the notching section in the sheet of one 
sheet in the location corresponding to said each hole.
